SPIRITUAL BIRTH CONTROL—PLAIN TALK 
Here are some of the contraceptives: 


‘ First of all, a stubborn refusal to read or hear God’s 
ord. 


It is said that an Irishman was overpersuaded to attend 
a Service, but to avoid hearing the preacher he put his 
fingers in his ears. A fly kept lighting on his nose until, as 
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he struck at the fly, the preacher quoted, “He that hath 
an ear let him hear,” and it so disturbed the Irishman 
that it finally led to his conversion. Yet there are thou- 
sands who never go as far as that Irishman that a pestifir- 
ous fly caused to hear the saving gospel. 

2. There are those who do attend church and hear the 
Word read and preached but refuse to comply with it. They 
are like a person beholding his face in a glass, who turns 
away to straightway forget what manner of man he was. 

3. Then there are those who hear and read, who promise 
themselves that they are going to obey it and become Chris- 
tians. But it is always the same story. Procrastination is 
one of the most effective spiritual contraceptives. 

4. But there is another contraceptive that is equally as 
effective, and that is the sinner taking a critical attitude 
toward Christians and justifying himself upon the accusa- 
tion that So-and-So are hypocrites and that he is ds good 
as he is. That spiritual preventative has kept and is keep- 
ing thousands out of the kingdom of God, and it is filling 
hell. 

5. Some people curse God and the day that they were 
born because their lives are surrounded by unpleasant and 
difficult circumstances. They simply have no faith in God, 
themselves, or their fellow man. They leave a terrible life 
to go to one worse. Hard luck is their spiritual contracep- 
tive. 

6. On the other hand, good fortune is the new birth 
control used by some. They are lovers of pleasure more 
than God. They have money, and their type of friends and 
fame. They are getting all they can out of this life. Well, 
they had better, for when they move down to be with 
Dives, they won’t even get a drop of water. 

7. Here are several very successful spiritual birth con- 
trol methods: 

(a) Hold to the idea that you were born again but 
didn’t know when. I heard at least one preacher say he 
believed that was possible. Well, I don’t. Neither does the 
Bible support it. Could you love and not know it? Well, 
John says, “We know that we have passed from death unto 
life because we love the brethren.” 

(b) The education theory is one of the most perfect 
spiritual preventatives ever used, for it is a known fact 
that one can not be trained into the kingdom of God. It 
takes the new birth. The new birth is dependent neither 
on ignorance nor education. One must have enough intel- 
ligence to confess sin and believe the Lord Jesus for for- 
giveness, and that is all. 

(c) The family tree philosophy. There are hundreds of 
preachers who are patting those who belong to the Jones 
and Smith families on the shoulder and telling them they 
are all right, and keeping them in high offices in the 
church—which simply means that those preachers are pre- 
venting them from being born again. “It is not by flesh nor 
blood, nor the will of man, but God.” 

It matters not who you are, where you are, what you 
have or haven’t, you must throw overboard all your spirit- 
ual birth-control methods and be born of the Spirit, or you 
will lose your soul in hell. 





Dr. Robert G. Lee, president of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, says, “Unless our hearts are 25,000 miles in 
circumference, they are too small.” 
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As I travel from church to church, 
I must confess I am surprised to see 
that most of our churches are not 
using our song books. Seldom do I see 
our books in use in our churches. We 
have good song books published by 
the Tennessee Music and Printing 
Company.

Then, too, I have been equally sur- 
prised to find many churches buying 
various types of merchandise for re- 
sale from other companies, when the 
same merchandise is sold by our own 
Publishing House, and sometimes at 
even a lower price. In some cases, I 
have learned of Bibles being pur- 
chased from other publishers, which 
were sold at a higher price than our 
Publishing House charges for the same 
Bible. This is true of other religious 
books, also. 

If our churches would patronize the 
Publishing House, also the Tennessee 
Music and Printing Company, it would 
greatly relieve the financial responsi- 
bility of the local churches in helping 
to liquidate the indebtedness on Lee 
College. During the past six years, the 
Publishing House paid to Lee College 
and our Bible Schools an average of

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more than $48,000 cash each year, be- 
Sides $72,000 worth of new equipment 
installed during the same period. In- 
ventories were also increased at least 
$50,000. These amounts in cash, im- 
provements and increased inventories 
would be at least 50 per cent more 
than that, if our people would only 
‘patronize the Publishing House and 
the Tennessee Music and Printing 
Company. 

It is good advertising to use your 
own song books. It lets people know 
more about our Church and its prog- 
ress. Besides, it is good business to 
be economical. Our song books are de- 
cidely lower in price than other pub- 
lishers and in most instances equally 
as good. Yes, they are as good as 
“any,” and better than “many.” You 
are at liberty to buy where you please, 
but your patronage would be appreci- 
ated and the financial benefits from 
any profits derived from sales from 
our Publishing House and the Tennes- 
see Music and Printing Company 
would be used to further advance the 
cause of Christ as represented by the 
Church of God. 

I don’t know if churches in other 
states are so far amiss as we are in 
Ohio or not, but our loyalty would be 
a great blessing to us during these 
days of endeavor to make advance- 
ment through our schools and Lee 
College. 

Think this over, and it wouldn’t hurt 
to pray about it. May the Lord add 
His blessings to you in every way. 








THE GOSPEL IN ACTION

“Be ye doers of the word,” James 
1:22. ; 
It is commonly accepted that there 
are three schools of thought in the 
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Christian religious system as it per- 
tains to man’s salvation and his ac- 
ceptance of that which God has pre- 
pared for him. One of these is that 
man is saved by grace alone, and that 
works have nothing to do with his 


justification. .Another, that we are 
justified by our works alone and thy 
our Christian experience is what » 
do and not what we get. A third ay 
very important belief is that salvatig, 
is by grace, through faith, and thy 
these are proved by works. 

James certainly accepted the gos, 
of grace as preached by Paul, but wy 
also a believer in proof. A professig, 
was not enough. He was a legalist an 
wanted evidence to prove any claim 
which was made by testimony. Oye 
and over in this general epistle, hy 
contends that faith alone is nm 
enough and that without works it; 
dead. 

In our text, the word “doer’”’ is taken 
from a Greek word which meay 
“performer” or “dramatist,” therefor 
one who performs or acts out on th 
stage of action the script or wor 
which he or she has been given. 4 
reception of the Word brings great joy, 
and it is not unusual during this tim 
for a high tide of emotional reaction 
to be present, but after that accept- 
ance comes the important time. This 
time we might call “performance 
the proving ground.” 

The apostle gives us in this chapter, 
verses 23-25, a very beautiful and 
forceful illustration in hearing ani 
doing. How often have we heard: 
good sermon or a good proposition, 
and in it we saw ourselves pictured a 
lacking in our service, short in ow 
hospitality, and slack in our devotions, 
but as soon as we went away from the 
source, the picture was gone and we 
had forgotten? This James pictures 
as the man who hears and does nd 
do. 

The blessed man is the one wh 
keeps his eyes steadily upon the text 
of his duty. His responsibility must be 
in his heart so thoroughly that it be- 
comes a part of him so that its per- 
formance is reactionary and spontan- 
eous. It becomes a natural conse- 
quence, because his entire nature has 
been subjugated to another law other 
than his own. “The law of liberty’ 
becomes his law and a sequence of 
performance ensues. 

It might be well to note that James 
changes the “doer of the word” iD 
verse 22 to a “doer of the work” i 
verse 25. This is a beautiful transi- 
tion. In it the one who accepts the 
joy and blessings of salvation becomes 
the grateful servant. 

Many are the ways opened to the 
child of God for service. These chal- 
nels are largely provided through that

Radio Script, WBAC, Cleveland, 
Tennessee, January 6, 1949 

As far back as 1908 some of the 
constituency of the Church of God 
fat the need of giving physical and 
giritual comfort to underprivileged 
children. The first real orphanage 
work began in 1920, when a commit- 
te rented a home on the corner of 
Twenty-fourth Street and Montgom- 
ery Avenue. 

The General Overseer introduced 
the thought of an orphanage in his 
annual address during the Fourteenth 
Assembly in 1919. Following this ad- 
dress, speeches were made by other 
leading officials and members, which 
weated such keen interest that the 
delegates enthusiastically rallied to 
the support of the project and an of- 
fering was received amounting to 
$6,000, from 1,000 members. 

Our first orphans’ home was rented 
by the committee in 1920, on Mont- 
gmery Avenue and Twenty-fourth 
Street. The seventeenth day of De- 
cember, 1920, really marked the glori- 
ous beginning of the Orphanage, and 
was supervised by Mrs. Lillian Kim- 
sey, of Pell City, Alabama. 

Like all other departments of the 
Church of God, the Orphanage work 
has had a phenomenal growth. Our 
people caught the vision of the pos- 
sibilities of such an endeavor and went 
to work, and their efforts have been 
very successful. 

From a start in 1920, with four 
thildren, we now take care of an aver-

age of about 200 children. These chil- 
dren are housed in four homes. There 
are two girls’ homes, located in Cleve- 
land. The home on Lee Highway, 
about five miles south of Cleveland, 
is our largest home and takes care 
of about ninety boys. We also have a 
boys’ home on Old Benton Pike and 
Chatata Valley Road, which takes care 
of about thirty boys. 

Our children come to us for help 
from all sections of the country. Be- 
cause of undesirable circumstances 
beyond their control, they need shel- 
ter and security. Since the first home 
was opened, the Church of God has 
taken care of hundreds of underprivi- 
leged and destitute children. Al- 
though the Orphanage is owned and 
supervised by the Church of God, it 
is run on a nonsectarian basis; there- 
fore, any child that is deserving and 
otherwise eligible will be received, re- 
gardless of church or non-church 
membership. 

Our work is supported wholly by 
voluntary contributions. One source 
of income is the Orphanage march 
that is conducted at each Sunday 
School session of our churches. This 
gives the children who attend our 
Sunday Schools, as well as our mem- 
bers and friends, an opportunity to 
support this worthy endeavor. A spe- 
cial offering is also received at each 
church on Easter Sunday, for the sup- 
port of the work. Special offerings are 
also received at other various church 
gatherings. This, with the contribu- 
tions of friends, businessmen, business 
establishments, and others interested 
in this type of humanitarian work, 
make this noble undertaking possible.

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God's Punishment 
for Man’s Sins

Isa. 13:11. “I will punish the world 
for their evil, and the wicked for their 
iniquity.” 

Sin wouldn’t be quite as bad as it 
appears if God weren’t going to pun- 
ish people for the things they do that 
are wrong. 

Isaiah was one of the major proph- 
ets, a man that could see the love of 
God, and could realize that God was 
going to send a Saviour to the world. 
In the meantime he saw some things 
that are not so pleasant, after all. 

Notice the message, “I will punish 
the world for their evil, and the wick- 
ed for their iniquity.” 

If John 3:16, the scripture we love 
so well, is true, then Isa. 13:11 must be 
true, also. If that be true, God cer- 
tainly did mean it when He said He 
was going to punish the world for 
their evil. God can’t lie. His Word says 
that is impossible. You should stop 
and realize that what you do you will 
have to stand before God and give an 
account thereof some day. God will 
measure things in a close measure. Ev- 
ery idle word that man speaks he will 
‘give account for in the judgment. 

The apostle Paul tells us that God 
is a discerner of the thoughts and 
intents of a man’s heart. Since He 
knows the places we go and what we 
do, certainly we should stop and 
search our lives and see if there is 
anything there that would be offen- 
sive when we meet God. 

There are many schools of thought 
in the world as to just how God is go- 
ing to punish the people for their evil. 
Let the Bible tell us. God has an an- 
swer for every question. You don’t 
have to doubt, guess, or think; but it is 
all right there where you can find it. 

Jesus preached as much hell fire as 
anybody. The first message by Jesus 
in the Bible was filled with the fire 
of hell as a punishment for people who 
don’t live right. 

In Matt. 5:22 Jesus said, “But_I say 
unto you, That whosoever is angry 
with his brother without a cause shall 
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be in danger of the judgment: and 
whosoever shall say to his brother, 
Raca, shall be in danger of the coun- 
cil: but whosoever shall say, Thou fool, 
shall be in danger of hell fire.” 


If there hadn’t been a place like 
hell, I don’t believe Jesus would have 
said it. I think every word He said is 
true. He was inspired of His Father 
in heaven. When He was talking about 
hell as punishment for wicked people, 
He actually meant every word He said. 
There was no guesswork or foolishness 
about what He said, but it was the di- 
vine truth from the Father. 


In the thirteenth chapter of Mat- 
thew Jesus spoke a parable, saying, 
“The kingdom of heaven is likened 
unto a man which sowed good seed in 
his field: but while men slept, his 
enemy came and sowed tares among 
the wheat, and went his way. But 
when the blade was sprung up, and 
brought forth fruit, then appeared the 
tares also. So the servants of the 
householder came and said unto him, 
Sir, didst not thou sow good seed in 
thy field? from whence then hath it 
tares? He said unto them, An enemy 
hath done this. The servants said un- 
to him, Wilt thou then that we go and 
gather them up? But he said, Nay; lest 
while ye gather up the tares, ye root 
up also the wheat with them. Let both 
grow together until the harvest: and 
in the time of harvest I will say to the 
reapers, Gather ye together first the 
tares, and bind them in bundles to 
burn them: but gather the wheat in- 
to my barn.” 

Then His disciples said they wished 
to know the interpretation of this par- 
able. He answered them, “He that 
soweth the good seed is the Son of 
man; the field is the world; the good 
seed are the children of the kingdom; 
but the tares are the children of the 
wicked one; the enemy that sowed 
them is the devil; the harvest is the 
end of the world; and the reapers are 
the angels. As therefore the tares are 
gathered and burned in the fire, so 
shall it be in the end of this world. 
The Son of man shall send forth his 
angels, and they shall gather out of 
his kingdom all things that offend, 
and them which do iniquity; and shall

cast them into a furnace of fire: ther 
shall be wailing and gnashing of 
teeth.” 

This ought to make you stop and 
realize that if you are lost in sin, yo 
will be gathered out of this world with 
the wicked and cast into a furnace of 
fire. 

Matt. 23:33, “Ye serpents, ye gener- 
ation of vipers, how can ye escape the 
damnation of hell?” 

Jesus must have been a man who, 
in most every sermon, preached some- 
thing pertaining to hell and punish- 
ment for wicked people. 

IF THERE IS A HELL, WHERE IS IT? 

I have had that asked me malty 
times. I don’t think you could find it 
on a road map, but you can find in 
the Bible where hell is located. 

Jesus said in Matthew 18 that if it 
was necessary for one to be brought 
in question, take witnesses, for in the 
mouth of two or three witnesses evely 
word could be established. If there is 
a possibility of establishing evély 
word in the church by two or three 
people who live good lives saying, be 
fore a council, “So-and-So did so-and- 
so,” then two or three men of the Bi- 
ble, inspired by the Holy Ghost, 
can establish a fact. Let us look # 
some of the great witnesses, such 4 
David, Solomon, and Isaiah, and see 
where hell is. 

People had been living wicked lives, 
and David said, Psa. 55.15, “Let death 
seize upon them, and let them 80 
down quickly into hell: for wickedness 
is in their dwellings, and among 
them.” 
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we know from this that one man 
gives US proof where hell might be— 
‘9 down quickly.” 

some claim that the grave is hell, 
wd when a man dies that is all there 
sto it. I don’t think David cared how 
quickly people were buried, but he 
ganted them to depart out of this 
yorld down into hell. 

Solomon, possibly the wisest man 
that ever lived, left us an index finger 
winting to where hell is. In Prov. 15: 
whe said, “The way of life is above to 
the wise, that he may depart from hell 
peneath.” 

This may not be interesting to some, 
wt there may be someone in this con- 
megation who will depart into hell, 
way from the presence of God. Chris- 
tans want to go to heaven above, 
where we can enjoy living in the pres- 
mee of the Lord, where we shall have 
peautiful mansions, garments glisten- 
ing white, harps and crowns. There is 
nothing to compare with it. 

I don’t like literal punishment for 
aything I have done, and certainly I 
don’t want to go down beneath. But 
when the power of the Holy Ghost 
takes hold of the bodies of the Chris- 
tans in this old world, I want to feel 
that, that I may escape hell beneath. 

May people realize that they must 
te filled with the power and looking 
for the coming of Jesus. 

Our third witness is Isaiah. We find 
in Isa. 14.9, “Hell from beneath is 
moved for thee to meet thee at thy 
coming.” Verse 15, “Yet thou shalt be 
bought down to hell, to the sides of 
the pit.” 

Three outstanding messengers have 
proved that hell must be a place be- 
neath somewhere. That is enough to 
convince me that down beneath some- 
vhere there is a place of punishment. 
Ifyou could see people there tonight, 
jou would see them crying out, “O 
lord, have mercy.” No doubt they are 
making an altar, if that is possible, 
«reaming, “O God, have mercy.” No 
doubt someone will leave this revival 
ada short time afterward be crying 
out, when hell is compassing them 
about, “O Lord, have mercy.” Did you 
"er see a man who is lost dying? Hear 
tim as he cries in despair, “O Lord, 
Tam lost.” A girl who wouldn’t give 
her heart to God died saying, “Dad, 
pull me up in the bed. My feet are in 
lames.” A man from Illinois, a drunk- 
ad, whom the church members tried 
0 save, laughed and said, “There is 
lothing to it,” but when he was dying 


te said, “The fire of hell is all around 
Ihe.” 
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There will come a time in your life, 
sooner than you think maybe, when 
the flames of hell will surround you, 
if you don’t turn from your sins and 
be born into the eternal kingdom of 
heaven. You must have the Spirit of 
God and walk the highway of holiness 
if you escape hell beneath. 


FROM WHERE DID THE FIRE IN 
HELL COME? 
Where did the fire in hell start? 
Does the Bible say anything about it? 


Deut. 32:22, “For a fire is kindled in 
mine anger, and shall burn unto the 
lowest hell, and shall consume the 
earth with her increase, and set on 
fire the foundations of the moun- 
tains.” 

Did you ever see the picture of a 
volcano, with the hot fluid rock pour- 
ing out? Maybe it comes from hell. Be- 
fore a volcano was ever thought about, 
Moses cried out, “A fire is kindled in 
mine anger ... and set on fire the 
foundations of the mountains.” 


IF FIRE IS THERE, WHICH THE 
BIBLE PLAINLY PROVES THERE IS, 
WHY WAS THE FIRE PREPARED? 

In Matt. 25:41, when speaking of 
the judgment of the nations, Jesus 
said, “Then shall he say also unto 
them on the left hand, depart from 
me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, 
prepared for the devil and his angels.” 
This, no doubt, carries us back to the 
thirty-second chapter of Deuteronomy 
when the fire was started there be- 
cause they lightly esteemed the Rock 
of their salvation and sacrificed unto 
devils and not unto God, to gods whom 
they knew not, to new gods that came 
newly up. 

It would pay you to search your life 
and heart and see if there is anything 
that will bar you in God’s eternal 
judgment. Now is the time to make it 
right. 

THE GRAVE IS NOT HELL 

Do you actually believe God is in- 
telligent and does not do things fool- 
ishly? Certainly, I believe He is intel- 
ligent—He who could create the world 
and all that is in it. 

Rev. 20:14,15, “And death and hell 
were cast into the lake of fire. This is 
the second death. And whosoever was 
not found written in the book of life 
was cast into the lake of fire.” 

Certainly God has more intelligence 
than to take a grave, or hole from 
the ground, and cast it into a lake of 
fire. God help you to realize you have 
got to live like the Bible says, and 
consecrate your entire life. There is 
more to this than a shout. You have 





got to live straight and walk straight 
if you go to a place where there is no 
sin. You have got to get rid of all the 
sins of this world and say, “Lord, I am 
willing to follow you. I want to make 
heaven at any cost.” 

God help this congregation to get 
away from the world until the world 
can see there is a transformation in 
the power of God that can change a 
man’s life. 

IS THERE SUFFERING IN HELL? 

Do people suffer in hell? Are they 
actually tormented there? 

David tells us that when he was in 
that condition when the only black 
mark was made on his life (2 Samuel 
11; Psalm 55), “The sorrows of death 
compassed me, and the pains of hell 
gat hold of me: I found trouble and 
sorrow,” Psa. 116:3. He could feel 
something in that condition. 

It would pay you tonight to give 
your heart to God. There is no guess- 
work or put-on about it, but old- 
fashioned religion, a life separated 
from the world. 

Let us look at that sorrowful picture 
in Luke 13. “Strive to enter in at the 
strait gate: for many, I say unto you, 
will seek to enter in, and shall not be 
able. When once the master of the 
house is risen up, and hath shut to 
the door, and ye begin to stand with- 
out, and to knock at the door, saying, 
Lord, Lord, open unto us; and he shall 
answer and say unto you, I know you 
not whence ye are: then shall ye be- 
gin to say, We have eaten and drunk 
in thy presence, and thou hast taught 
in our streets. But he shall say, I tell 
you, I know you not whence ye are; 
depart from me, all ye workers of in- 
iquity. There shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth, when ye shall see 
Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, and 
alll the prophets, in the kingdom of 
God, and you yourselves thrust out. 
And they shall come from the east, 
and from the west, and from the 
north, and from the south, and shall 
sit down in the kingdom of God. And, 
behold, there are last which shall be 
first, and there are first which shall 
be last.” 

Yes, there will be wailing and 
gnashing of teeth. Did you ever see 
anybody so angry he could bite 
somebody? That is nothing to com- 
pare with the pains of hell that will 
make you want to bite somebody. Is 
that in the Bible? Certainly, and even 
if- you want to explain it away, it is 
there just the same. Jesus didn’t go 
around telling fairy tales, something
